You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


In October Mrs. Dorothy Whitaker resigned as Li- 
brarian, after giving much valuable aid to the work of the 
Library and to stimulating interest in its development. Her 
place was taken by Mrs. Paule D. Elliott, who has had train- 
ing in Library methods and work.

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REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


The library reports a satisfactory year in its efforts to 
serve the community. A total of nine hundred and nineteen 
books were circulated during the year. This represents an 
average of over ninety books per month, as the library was 
closed during January and February because of the heavy 
storms. During the past year one hundred and nineteen 
books have been accessioned. Of this number, seventeen 
volumes were given to us by the State Aid Fund, and forty 
volumes were purchased from town funds. In addition, 
sixty-two books were presented to us as gifts from indi- 
viduals. 


The library continues crowded, for, owing to general 
conditions, it has been as yet impossible to move to the 
schoolroom, but this room has been put to good use as 
storage space for books not currently in heavy demand. 
When it is possible to have more space, the library will 
better be able to serve its patrons with respect to refer- 
ence and reading room opportunities, and the use of 
periodicals. 


The school children at present use the library in relays, 
those who must leave on the bus coming at recess, and 
those within walking distance coming later in the after- 
noon. We also make a point of staying open to include 
the high school students, who make good use of the 
opportunity. 


Thanks to the services of the State Library in lending 
us books, our library has been able to give service greatly 
in excess of its own size. During the past year we have 
borrowed books on as diversified subjects as poultry, 
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Indians, antique glassware, rabbits, quilts, and English 
literature, as well as many individual titles, both fiction 
and non-fiction. 


It would be hard to exaggerate the value of the spon- 
taneous contributions of friends of the library. One donor 
has given us practically every title chosen by the Literary 
Guild during the past year, and another recently made a 
substantial and much-needed contribution to the children’s 
department. Numerous other friends have also helped to 
make our library what it is, and help it on to what we hope 
it may some day be.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Mason: 


I respectfully submit my twenty-third annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools. 


A year ago I called your attention to the increasing costs 
of public schools, and made the statements that money ex- 
pended for sound education is not to be regarded as a 
burdensome cost but as a productive investment; that the 
greatest waste we can make is to spend too little on educa- 
tion; and that every community should plan its budget with 
a view to making its schools as effective as possible. 


Today the greatest hindrance to effective schools is the ° 
lack of a sufficient number of well qualified teachers. Con- 
trary to the supposition that the ending of the war and 
the cessation of war industries would release a great many 
teachers to resume their profession, it has resulted, rather, 
in the case of women teachers, in a demand to be released 
from teaching by many whose husbands are discharged 
from the service. It is true that more men teachers are 
available as a result of the demobilization, but the great 
majority of teachers are women. 


280,000 teachers in the United States left the profes- 
sion during the war because they could not live on the sal- 
aries they were receiving. Some 80,000 emergency teachers 
with inferior qualifications have come in; thousands of 
positions have been abolished; class rooms have been crowd- 
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ed; ana there are still around 10,000 unfilled teaching posi- 
tions. The number of people training to become teachers 
dropped 60% during the war period. The schools of the 
Nation are confronted with a most critical situation which © 
can only be remedied by making the teaching profession 
more attractive to young people, and that means, primarily, 
higher salaries. 


According to the latest compilation of annual ayerage 
salaries by states ,jtwenty-two of the forty-eight states were 
paying higher average salaries than New Hampshire. In 
other words country-wide average salaries are about the 
same as New Hampshire is paying. Our near neighbors to 
the South are paying from one-half to two-thirds as much 
again in salaries, and the average salary in New York State 
is nearly double that in New Hampshire. It is only natural 
that we should lose many of our best teachers. 


A tabulation of salaries paid to Elementary teachers in 
New Hampshire this year shows that: 


In the sixty-three smal! towns with less than 600 popu- 
lation the lowest salary paid is $1,000, but only sixteen 
towns are paying less than $1,200; eleven towns are paying 
from $1,400 to $1,500; the five towns of this Supervisory 
Union that fall in this population group (Francestown, 
Greenfield, Lyndeborcugh, Mason and Temple) are paying — 
from $1,200 to $1,350. 


The fifty-two towns in the population range from 600 
to $1,000, including New Ipswich, are paying from $1,000 to 
$1,850. 


The twenty-nine towns with populations from 1,000 to 
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1,500, including Greenville, are paying from $1,100 to 
$1,900. 


The twenty-six towns including Wilton in the popula- 
tion range from 1,500 to 2,500 are paying from $1,000 tc 
$2,200 per year for elementary teachers. 


Many of the smailer towns find it difficult to raise the 
money to pay higher salaries, but until the State Legislature 
appropriates more money for State Aid than it has done in 
the past there seems to be no other way to secure well quali- 
fied teachers, or indeed any teacher at all for some positions. 
Most teachers will take a position that involves a single 
grade or at most two grades rather than several grades 
which makes it doubly hard to secure teachers for rural 
schools. 


The regular budget presented is based on the same 
plan as this year with a few changes in certain items, as — 
foliows: “Transportation” will probably cost $1,000 instead 
of the $1,200 estimated last year. Tuition is paid for one 
pupil at Greenville and should have been included last year. - 
The cost of High School tuition is estimated at $1,000 in 
place of $1,265 last year. Payment of insurance called for 
$66.00 last year and that item is omitted this year. ‘“‘Ex- 
penses of Administration” last year was $85.00 but needs 
to be $140.00 to cover the payment of an amount equal to 
4% of the teachers’ salary into the Teachers’ Retirement 
Fund as required by an amendment to the law made by the 


last Legislature. The total amount of the budget, $4,266 is . 


$508 less than last year; however,.one item of income, State 
Aid, is omitted because it is very small this year and we 
have not yet been advised what it will be next year. This 
figure should be available at the time of the March meeting 

and if so a correction can then be made in the assessment re- 
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quired. As it stands that figure is $3,556, as compared with 
an assessment of $4,000 made a year ago. | 


For several years there has been discussion as to how 
much longer the school population of Mason will warrant 
maintaining a school in town. In order that the voters may 
consider that problem with some estimate of relative costs, 
the following alternative plan is suggested for your consid- 
eration. 


Closing the school and transporting the children to 
Greenville would eliminate the items under “Support of 
Schools” except transportation of pupils and elementary 
tuition, although from time to time there would need to be 
an item of repairs to keep the building in proper condition. 
Presumably local transportation bringing the children to 
the school house would cost the same as now, and to carry 
them from there to Greenville would cost in the neighbor- 
hood of an additional $1,000. Tuition would be at the rate 
of $36 per pupil; with the present enrollment of ten pupils 
that would cost $360. This would make the total for “Sup- 
port of Schools” $2,360, a saving of approximately $526. 

We had hoped to present for your consideration also a 
plan of transporting the children to Townsend, if the local 
school were closed. We asked the Townsend school authori- 
ties to advise us whether that would be possible and if so 
what the cost would be. The Townsend School Board has 
decided not to take any outside pupils because of the crowd- 
ed conditions in their own school building.
